pie Met Death in a Horrible Man* 
ner. But Many Stranger* 
Within Her Oatee. 

Chicago, Jan. 1. — iFor the first time 
since Ctaicago has posaessfl bells to 
peal, whistles to shriek and horns to 
blow, the old year was allowed to si- 
lently take Ita place In histwy and the 
new year permitted to come with no 
evldonep of Joy at it.^ birth. 

In an official pmrlamation Issned 
'I'hurFday aftcrruKni by Mnyor Carter 
H. Harrison he made the suggeistlon 
that the usual New Tear's eve celebra- 
tioii be for this time omitted. The 
Idea found a ready response In the 
hearts of the peoplo and the mayor's 
words In fact only gave utterance to 
the unexpressed thought that hid fill* 
ed them all. ' 

llie appalling calamity of Wednea- 
day In the Iroquois theater haa caat 
Ohieago Into the deepest grief and 
gkwm, and for the lime l)elng at least 
aeems to have rhillei! and deadened all 
the ordinary aml)ition8 of life. Busi- 
neei Friday wa« performed with the 
•ole view to aetaal noeesilty and even 
I that much waa carried out In a per- 
functory manner. 

An Absence of Merry Makers. 

Ordinarily on New« Tear's eve the 
streets of the city are fllled with mer- 
ry makers, but Thursday nljrht the on- 
ly throngs to be found were those 
around the morgues; ordinarily num- 
bers of fashionable restauranta In the 
heart of the city are fllled with light- 
hearted revelers, who toast the year 
that passoH and hail the year that 
tomes, 'fhur.-d.iy iiii'.lit tliese places 
were coiiiijarativ ely deserted, and 
fome of them closed entirely with 
doors locked and curtains drawn. 
ITsually among these gay people are 
found many members of tli(> theatrical 
profession. Thursday nl>;lit not a sin- 
gle 011(1 of th(Mii uris In evidence. 

For the second time her life the 
city of Chicago has been Stricken to 
the heart. Not only have many of her 
sons and daughters met death in a va- 
riety of horrible and tortiirlnp; form, 
but the blow has fallen almost as heav- 
ily upon the etran^rs within her 
gates. There Is hardly a village or 
town within a radius of 100 miles of 
Chicago whoso people aro not directly 
or indirectly Interested In the piles of 
dead or In the Injured which fill the 
hospitals, or in the fate of those who 
seem to have passed from human 
knowledge in the fact that it la ballaT- 
ed tha^they were in tha I114ated Hkn^- 
tvn and of whom so word hM alaee 
been heard. 



NUIVIBER OF CASUALTIES. 



Including the Mlaslng U la Approxi- 
mately Istimated at 1,000. 

The list of dead continues, as it was 
given Wednesday night In the neigh- 
borhood of 560. It Is generally aocept- 
ed at this time that the most aoettimte 
aetimate is 664. This number will be 
Increased Knnowhat, as there are peo- 
ple la the hospitals who can not sur- 
vive for any length of time. It is be- 
lieved, however, that the total number 
of dead will not in any event exceed 
176. Including the mlsstngi It is eati- 
paated that the total number of eaaual- 
ties is at the present time approxi- 
mately l.nOO. There arft among the 
missing tho names of many who are 
at their homes and of some who wore 
not at the theater at all. In the first 
excitement following the eala«iity 



these people were reported by tbefr 
relatives as among the missing and 

nurobefs of them have since returned 
to their homes and no report of this 
fact has been made to police headquar- 
ters. When the names of the dead 
who are still to be Identified have been 
•libtraet^ fropn the list of th« missing 
It n ^rwabla that the extent of the 
jatastropho will be fully revealed. 

At 2:30 Friday morning 509 persons 
had been Identified among the dead, 
ind there were still 50 or .55 bodies 
which had not been recognized, the 
injuries of 171 persons had received 
'attention and S87 were still reported 
missing. 

The Cause of cite Calamity. 
There was animated discussion 
Uranday among firemen, employes ol 
the theater and architects as to^tht 
oauia of tho fire. Accounts differed 
Thursday as widely as they varied 
Wednesday night The theatrical peo- 
ple are practically a unit in declaring 
that the fire started with an esploslmi, 
and in this they are flatly contradicted 
by scores of people In the audience, 
who declare that they saw the fire 
creeping along the edge of the curtain 
for several minutes before the explo- 
alon took place. These statements are 
snhstantlated by the stories of a num- 
ber of people who left their scats aft- 
er seeing the blaze and wore well on 
their way to the street when overtak- 
en by the frightened rush of those 
they had left behind them. 



DOOR WAS LOCKED. 



The First One to Escape Went 
Through a QIass Partition. 

Miss Anna Woodward, a lady who 
occupied a .seat in the second balcony, 
gave strong evidence Thursday on this 
point. She said: 

"I was In the' seoond balcony and 
plainly saw the Are. I am a large 
woman, weighing close to ISO pounds, 
and I made up my mind that If there 
was Rolup; to l)c a panic. It would be 
wise for me to beat it to the street. 1 
left my seat in the balcony, went down 
the stairs to the first balcony and from 
there started to pass out through the 
very door in which so many people 
were killed a few minutes later. "The 
door was cIoscmI and a man stand- 
ing on the outside refused to open it 
so that I could pass out Wheth^ he 
was an employe of the theater or not, 
I do not know, but he had evidently 
determined that no one 'Should leave 
the theater and in so doing started a 
panic. I was leaving quietly up to 
this time, but when he refused to al- 
low me to pass out peacefully I dete^ 
mined to get out If I had to make all 
sorts of noise. T went along the bal- 
cony about ten feet to a glass parti- 
tion and smashed it with the point of 
my umbrelU^ I wentout and down the 
stairs. 

Heard the Roar of the Crowd. 

"Wlien I was about half way down I 
heard the roar of the crowd as it came 
after me and I hurried with ail the 
speed I liad. They overtook me, how- 
ever, knocked me down, and but for 
the fnct that I was close to the door, 1 
tliiiik my ctianee of life would have 
been nlinoat nothlnR. As it was. I think 
I must have walked the last ten feet 
of my passage to the exit on the bod- 
ies 6f those who had fallen." 

The best evidence obtainable Is to 
the effect that the fire was caused by 
the sjiai'ks from an arc light striking 
the edpe of the dr()i> curtain, but the 
actual fact, however, will not be known 
until after the conclusion of the coro- 
ner's Inquest. There are so many 
statements at present and they differ 
so widely that it is Impossible to as- 
certain tje exact truth of the matter. 



OPFIRt OP AID. 



All Day Telegrams of Sympathy Wore 

Received. 



All during the day telegrams of sym- 
pathy to the people of Chicago and 

offers of aid poured In by telegraph 
upon the mayor. He announced Thurs- 
day night: 

"I have received many offers of aid. 
It may be that before we get through 
this a few peraoaa will be found to 
have been put to need, but Chicago 
will be able to glv(> that aid herself. 
Most of those killed and Injured now 
identifled can be ■tabsequantly. cared 
for." 

Among the telegrams of condolence 
reoelve^ fro^ abroad by the mayor 
were the following: 

"Berlin — Mayor Harrison: Wish to 
express deepest sympathy on account 
of terrible cat;L.strophe at Iroquois thea- 
ter. Please let me know of missing, 
and if some of my acqaalataaeea are 
among them. What a terrible begin- 
ning of New Tear many good cltlxena 
of Chicago will have. Heary «f Frus- 
sia." 

From B. S. WJlIard, the actor, Lon- 
don, was recelveid the following: 
"Deepest sympathy with eltlsenr 

mourning." 

A messapo of condolence Was also 
received from Mayor Collins, of Bos 
ton, and from dozens of the chief ex- 
ecutives of cities between Bt Louis 
and New Tork. 

In addition to his proclamation is- 



sued during the afternoon suggesting 
that the iisual New Year's festivities 
h« abandoned. Mayor Harrison Thurs- 
day night made the aanotmccment 
that all departments of the city hall 
will be closed on Saturday, January 2, 
on account of the calamity at the Iro- 
quois theater. He made the request 
that all business houses throughout 
the city also close on that day. 

On enrery train which arrived In Chi 
cago came the relatives of persons 
who were thought to have been killed 
or injured In the fire. The lobbies of 
the down-town hotels were the scenes 
of many happy meetings as well as 
anxious Inquiries on the part of the 
fathers, mothers and mor* distant rela- 
tives of people of whom no trace 
could be found. Many of these pea 
pie retiirncd to the hotels late in the 
evening after either a fruitless search 
for their loved ones, or after finding 
a charred and disfigured body lying In 
the morgne all that remained of the 
relative or friend for whom they had 
searched 



SEEKING DEAD AND INJURED. 



Undertaking Reeme and Hospitals Be- 
sieged All Day. 

From early In the morning until late 
at night crowds besieged the undertak 
Ing rooms and hospitals looking foi 
the dead and Injured. Pollcemea wer« 

detailed at all places where the dead 
and injured had been carried, to re 
stmln the anxious men and women 

who pressed In at the doorways and 
inquired for their lost friends and rel- 
atives. 

In all the undertaking rooms the 
bodies were placed as f ar aa possible 
upon cots, and when these were ex- 
hausted stretched in long lines upon 
the floors, and a constant siicr<'s.^ion 
of pale-faced men and tearful women 
passed slowly between the bodies, lift- 
ing the coverings from the charred 
and bruised faces, and searching in 
the clothing of the dead for something 
by which their lost ones could be rec- 
ognized. In many in.stances women 
fainted when lifting the sheet from 
some face in which they recognized 
the features of a dead child or a beau- 
tiful young girl. 

Many Patiietic Scenes. 

The scenes that were enacted 
around the bodies of the little chil- 
dren were pathos Itself. There were 
so many of them and they had evident- 
ly been such beautiful, eiildren. and 
were so handsomely dressed, that the 
comparison between what they had 
been and what they were caused men 
and women alike to ^um away weep- 
ing from the bodies of the little ones. 
There has been no sadder feature con- 
nected with the disaster than the kill- 
ing of so many little children, it Is 
the one thing that seems to overpow- 
er all visitors to the morgne beyond 
anything else. ' 

While the crowds of anxious seekers 
for news besieged the different 
mnrf;ues, tlie telexraph and long-dis- 
tance telephone offices were almost 
swamped with the flood of inquiring 
messages. It Is probable that nearly 
every person in Chicago with rela- 
tives living in other parts of the coun- 
try received one or more mes.sages dur 
ing the day asking if they were safe. 
Messenger boys fnnn the telegraph of- 
flqps of the Poetal and Western Union, 
were carrying great bimdles of mes- 
sages and Thursday night the terriflc 
rush of busiresB was still on. 



VALUABLKS AND TRINKKT8. 



Six Bushel BsskeU Were Gathered 
the Relics and Firemen. 

Six bushel Imskets of valuables and 
trinketa of various descriptions were 
gathered by the police and firemen 
and turned over to the coroner. Among 
these were fully a do/en watches, and 
in every case the watch had stopped 
at 3:60 o'clock, the time when the fire 
broke out. , 

Postmaster F. A. Freer, of Oales- 
hurg. 111., arrived early in the morning 
In response to a telep:r;i!ii received 
from friends here saying that his wife 
and daughter were among the miss- 
ing. Mrs. Freer and Miss Freer came 
to Chicago Wednesday monUiig ex- 
pressly, to attend th* ^ay at the Iro- 
quois theater. Since their arrival in 
the city Mr. Wear has had no news of 
them. 

Thursday he made Inquiries of the 
police and spent the entire day exam- 
ining bodies In the morgues. Many of 
the corpses bore a resemblance to his 
wife and daughter, and many more 
were clothed in dresses similar to 
those for which he was looking, hut 
after investigating every clew and ex- 
amining every body in every morgue, 
he returned to his hotel Thursday 
night heart-broken and In despair of 
finding his family. 

Hsr Two Children Perished. 
Mrs. B. L Stoddsrd, of Minonk, ni., 
lay all morning at the Auditorium An- 
nex in a semi consciou.s condition, 
grieving over tho loss of her daughter 
/udel, and Donald, her b-year old son. 
Mrs. Stoddard purchased tickets for 
herself, daughter and son, for the mat- 
inee, but later became indisposed and 
did not ^tend the performance. Her 



son end daughter went and both were 

burned to death. 

As soon as Mrs. Stoddard learned of 
the fire she declared that her children 
would be burned to death. She spent 
hours in a fruitless searrh for their 
bodies and would probably not have 
returned to their hotel had Kh)> not 
been compelled by friends. Hut a short 
time after her return to the Audltorl 
um the bodies of the boy and girl were 
identifled in one of the morgues. Mrs. 
Stoddard returned to Minonk late 
Thursday afternoon, taking the bodies 
of her children with her. 



TO KXAMINB OTHKR THBATBRt. 



Architects Want Them Cloped For a 
Certain Period. 

From the action of a committee of 
prominent architects of Chicago, at a 
meeting Thursday night, may result 
a recommendation to Mayor Harrison 
to close every thf^ter In the city until 
its exits and construction have been 
examined. This idea was suggested 
to President Beaumont, of the Chicago 
Architects' association, Thursday by 
W. A. Prldemore, an architect, who 
lost some relatives In the Are. Presi- 
dent Beaumont refused to personally 
make the recommendation to Mayor 
Harrison, but called an informal meet- 
ing of the association, at which it was 
decide^ that a larger gathering of the 
members would be held lYiday and 
action at that time wotfld be decided 
upon. 

Mayor Harrison said Thursday 
night: "I see no more reason for 
dosing all the theaters than for stop- 
ping all railway trains after a disas- 
trous wreck. There is no necessity 
of getting hysterical about this mat- 
ter, although this horrible disaster has 
taken place In probably the safest the- 
ater in Chicago." 

The mayor Thursday sent a letter 
to all the theatrical manntrers in the 
city calling attention to the failure of 
all the theaters to comply fully with 
tho terms of the building ordinances 
relative to to places of amusement. 

Twelve employes of the Iroquois the 
ater were arrested Thnrsday night on 
orders Issued by Chief of Police 
O'Neill. Tho charge against them Is 
at present that of being accessory to 
manslauglitcr. They will be held 
pending the verdict of the coroner's 
Jury. Five of the arrested men are 
stage hands and scene shifters. After 
being taken in custody by the police, 
four of them told Chief O'.Neill that 
they had been requested by people 
connected with the theater to leave the 
city. When asked who advised them 
to do this they at first refused to say, 
but later admitted that the advice was 
given by Assistant Stage Manager 
Plunkltt. 

They said they were about to follow 
Plunkitt's advice and all of them had 
packed their trunka and would have 
been 'out of the city had not the po- 
lice arrested them. 

They will be held as witnesses. 
More arrests will likely be made Fri- 
day. • - 



THE THEATKR IN8PKCTED. 



A Committee of the City Council Vis- 
ited the Scene. . 

Twelve members of the dity council 
Thursday inspected the theater and 
after doing so returned to the city hall 
and called f)n tie building department. 
They asked to see the plans of the 
theater and, Mr. Stanhope produced 
them. "How about sprinklers?" de- 
manded Alderman Jones, who waa one 
of the -Investigating committee. 

"The way the theater is built, they 
can lie left out," Mr Slautiope replied. 
"And anyhow the flames spread so 
rapidly that no sprinkling system 
would have availed anything." 

Alderman Jones thMi remarked that 
the ordinance requlrcjp all exits to be 
marked. 

"That will be looked info," Mr. Stan- 
hope said. "Remember, however, that 
the lights were out and that many of 
the people were killed in their seats." 

Pointing to the diagram of the thea- 
ter. Alderman Herman said: 

"Here is a passageway on the south 
side of the first balcony which looks 
as though it led to a stairway. But 
in the darknese the people scrambling 
through it were caught like rats In a 
tntp. They could not get either way. 
The confusion of exits was such that 
no one could find his way In the dark. 
If those things are considered exits, 
I don't know wh^, eonstitutee ao exit 
that wonld be of any nee 

Not Enough of Exits Open. 
Mr. Stanhope told the aldermen that 
he had made an Inspection df the 
building and that structurally it was 
good. ^ 

"You can not coTivlnce me," declar- 
ed Alderman Herman, "if you talk for 
a hundred years, that people could get 
out of that place. I do not care what 
they call the exits, ther did not work, 
there were not enough of them open 
and the people could not get out. 
These plans show aisles at the end of 
the first floor, but we were over there 
and saw tho seats run bang up agalnst 
the railing, leaving no ' aisle at all. 
Now what I v[%nt to know is. dl(Lthese 



people in building this theater live up 
to the plans they submitted to tie city 
buildiuK department? Here there 
seemed to be ample exits on paper, 
but a number of friends of mine got 
badly scorched Just the same." 

"On the flrst floor they got out." 
said Mr. Stanhope. 

"My friends were on the first floor, 
but they got burned on their I)acks 
Just the same," Alderman Herman re* 
Joined. 

Alderman Friestsdt declared that in 
the second balcony there Is not sufll- 
ctent room when the seats are down, 
to allow any one to walk between 
them. Alderman Scully and Alderman 
Conery took from the floor of the stage 
bits of the stage curtain, none of which 
was larger than the palm of a hand, 
for examination to the store of an as- 
bestos company. Thp bits were shown 
to be of asbestos, although the exam- 
iner pronounced It of a low grade. 

"They wanted a cheap curtain and 
they got It," an Incautious clerk re< 
marked. He was instantly hushed up 
by one of th© members of the com- 
pany, who added that they did not 
wish to discuss the matter, inasmuch 
as they had bid upon supplying the 
curtain to the theater and their bid 
had been rejected for a lower one.

Issued orders for his in- 
sjjectors to make Immeiiiatc and thor- 
ough inspection of every theater In the 
commonwealth outside (tf Boston. The 
statutes give no Jurisdiction over Bos- 
ton, but more than 100 theaters are 
under supervision.

Culton, star witness for the state in 
the Goebel murder cases, who is Indict- 
ed as an eccessory before the fact to 
the nmrdi r. and has been released on 
a boiul of $10,000, has not pu« in an ap- 
pearance here, and his whereabouts 
are unknown to the court olBcers. Cul- 
ton disappeared shortly after the trial 
of Caleb Powers at Georgetown and 
he is charged with having raised state 
witness claims wbieli he purchased for 
I. Tevis Coft, of Richmond. If Culton 
falls to answer Monday his bail bond 
of 110,000 may be forfeited on motion 
of the commonwealth's attorney. His 
father. Rev. Culton, of Jackson coun- 
ty, and B. B. Hogg, his brother-in-law. 
are hie tiondsmen.

Mr. Taylor's family have not resided 
many yean in Glendale, but they occupy 
one of the finest homea there, and all the 
members of the family are i;reat favorites 
in society. Not only waa Miia Spooner 
the teacher cf Mr. Taylor in the puhlic 
pi'hools, but desiring to have him prepar 
ed for a special course for the Kaaterii iU' 
stitnlion his father engaged Miss Spooner 
to coach him with that end in >i)w. 
Many persons noticed their frc<|aent 
wanderings last summer to the clay banks 
and other points of romantic interest 
about Glendale, but as Mias Spooner was 
devoted to botany every one naturally 
sappoeed that she and her pupil were 
puTsning that study. It seems, however, 
that t! ' III! -( hii'NotiH little god became 
the teacher of both, and that during the 
stay of the yonng aiaa at hia Eastern 
school the two have been corresponding 
by poatotlice near Glendale.
